Dear Sir:—I- have received your 
letter of July 15th. The reason of 
the delay in beginning work on the 
new post-office building at Law- 
rence is as follows: The Essex 

Company are the owners of the site 

selected by the Treasury Depart- 

ment for this building. They are 
willing to convey the land to the 

United States, but the City Solicitor 

of Lawrence claimed that the City 
had some right of way across 
the land and advised this 
’ office and the Treasury Department 

that he intended to protect the 
rights of the City. It seemed nec- 

essary, therefore, in order to get a 

clear title, to take the land by con-" 

demnation proceedings. The peti- 
~ tion was filed.as soon as_ possible 
after the City Solicitor notified us 
of his intention, but it was too late. 
to finish up -the matter before the ~ 
summer vacation. When land is 
condemned for public purposes by 
the United States the damages have 
to be assessed by a jury, and at.the 
earliest time when the case might 
have been brought to trial no jury 
was at hand. It has, therefore, 
gone over-until the next term of the 

District Court, which begins in 

September. The matter will then 

be disposed of, and I dare say that 

as soon as the title to the land is 
in the United States the 
Treasury Department will’ set to

Dr. Clara Bruce wore a_ specially 
Shade reform dress and spoke on dress 
reform before the Twentieth Century 
Club in Cincinnati, The dress consist- 
ed of.a plain gored skirt and white 
shirt waist, with full sleeves, fastened 
with small cuff. 

Dr. Bruce said: “The costume I 
wear, making and all, cost $1.25. My 
reform dress is so simply made that 
any woman can make one. My idea is 
that we women have one style of dress 
that will always be recognized as being 
in style, no matter how many prevail- 
ing new styles there may come in. 

‘I think it would be a good plan to 
distribute printed.cards asking women 
who are willing to introduce the plain 
dress style to sign the card and wear 
the dress. I have 30 women already 
who are willing, to wear the reform 
dress at a reception which I will give 
in September.”

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TO AID GIRLS IN THE FACTORIES. 


Silver Bay on Lake George has been 
the ‘meeting place this month of more 
than three hundred women, older and 
younger, who are interested in the life 
of young women of the. Eastern states 
and Canada, and in the work which the 
Young Women’s Christian Association 
is doing. For more than a week these 
delegates have listened to strong reli- 
gious addresses by Mr. Robert E. Speer 
Dr. W. E. McDowell, Rev. John Hop- 
kins Denison, Rev. J. W. Millard and 
others, and have studied the Bible un- 
der the direction of Mr; Don O. Shelton, 
Miss Caroline, Palmer and Miss Mary 
McElroy. Mrs. Margaret E. Sangster 
has been the presiding officer, her gen- 
tle, Christian life, as well: as her ad- 
dresses being a blessing to the young 
women present. The influence of these 
meetings was seen in the decision meet- 
ing on Sunday when many young wo- 
men were converted to Christ. 

One of the most interesting. hours 
eath-day has been- the-city conference 
when presidents and board members 
-and secretaries and association mem- 
bers have conferred about.the social 
and religious betterment of young wo- 
men-in cities of the East. These ses- 
sions were presided over by. Miss Mary 
8. Dunn. Miss Hélen F. Barhes and 
Miss Elizabeth Wilson, secretaries of 
The American Committee, and were so 
interesting that an adjourned meeting 
was. usually held each day for further 
discussion of the points that ost 
closely touched on the work of special 
associations. On one occasion exten- 
sion work was discussed: This means 
carrying into industrial centers and 
congested districts the benefits of the 
central association. Rest rooms and 
lunes: rooms have been opened in facto- 
ries or factory districts, religious meet- 
ings, Bible classes and cooking classes 
are held at the noon hour, or at the 
close of working hours, and clubs are 
formed which meet either in the facto- 
ry. or in the association rooms. 

Lancaster reported regular visits to 
factories and young women interested 
in meetings and clubs. The proprietor 
ofa caramel factory has cleared out a 
room for a women’s rest, furnished it 
with a couch and chairs, and the 
young women employed there have 
added pictures and cushions to make 
it attractive. Binghampton has two 
clubs from extension centers, and a 
shoe, manufacturer has opened a lunch 
room for his women employes. Wilkes- 
barre and Scranton have branch agso- 
ciations. The Harlem association in 
upper New York City has an East Side 
-House.-which- is» earrying~on regular 
gospel work among women’ and girls, 


SOME SCOTCH RECEIPTS. 


Scotch broth, so-called by reason of 
{ts origin, as a very hearty and nour- 
ishing soup, has superiors; It is es- 
pecially adapted for.those who. are 
engaged in outdoor pursuits and 18 
very easy of preparation, writes Par- 
ker Quincy in the Philadelphia Times. 
Take a pound and one-half or two 
pounds of the scrag end of the mutton, 
cut it up into small pieces and set on 
the fire in two quarts of water, being 
very careful that the saucepan is 
bright and clean on the inside. Care- 
fully wash three ounces of pearl barley 
and add to the soup; simmer for three 
hours and then add a cabbage, two 
turnips, three carrots, three onions and 
some celery stalks, all cut into. strips. 
Continue to cook slowly and when the 
vegetables are cooked, the soup should 
be served at once, Pepper and salt 
should be added at the last moment 
as seasoning. 

Fish cakes of a peculiarly tasty char- 
acter also-have- the same origin: Take 
one pound of boiled potatoes; remove 
the bones and flake the fish, mash the 
potatoes by pressing them through a 
wire sieve, add an ounce of shredded 
beef suet. Flayor all with pepper, salt, 
anchovy essence and chopped parsley. 
Form into balls, dredge with flour 
thickly, and fry in hot, smoking, deep 
fat.. Do not put in the cakes. until a 
blue smoke arises from the fat. 

A mushroom dish I have never eaten 
in this. country. deserves a trial by all 
lovers of that delicacy, Select 20 good, 
fresh mushrooms, cut off the extreme 
root end and then place the mush- 
rooms to soak in vinegar and cold wa- 
ter; after 10 minutes dry and peel them 
and cut off the stalks. Place 15 of the 
mushrooms head downward in a but- 
tered tin, chop up the remainder finely 
with the stalks, add one shallot and a 
few sprigs of parsley, chopped finely, 
and. fry this mixture in half an ounce 
of butter for five minutes; add half a 
pint of good brown gravy and boil all 
the mixture until thick. Cover. it 
smoothly over the mushrooms in the 
pan, sprinkle bread crumbs over all and 
bake for 20 minutes. Serve on fried 
bread and dust each portion very light= 
ly with cayenne pepper, 

Another recipe from the same source 
may interest the seeker, after a way 


of preparing oatmeal that is out of the 


common: Melt four ounces of butter 
and mix it with seven ounces o fine 
oatmeal, five ounces of pastry flour and 
three ounces of sugar. that. have all 
been previously blended. Break an 
egg into a little water and’ beat _ it 
slightly and stir into. it the other in- 
gredients so as to make a stiff paste. 
Turn the paste out on a board, roll it 


and a similar work is done in Willough- 
-by—House,Brooklyn. ee 
__In Harrisburgh one employer has_pre- 
vided a rest room for the young wo- 
men, realizing that the better the spirits 
and. physical condition® or the people 
who work, the-better the tone of the 
whole establishment and of the work 
produced. Pittsburgh has.a braneh-on 
the South Side, and also employs two 
secretaries, one to hold meetings in the 
extension centers and organize the 
young women into clubs which meet at 
the association building, and the other 
to-teach-cooking;~in rooms: provided by 
the factory management or in rooms 
outside of the factory furnished and 
equipped by the association. Members 
of many of these clubs were present 
at Silver Bay, nd read papers on the 
results’“of these clubs“in’ the lives of 
their members. Most of the employers 
had given them their time, and some 
had aided in paying the expenses of the 
trip and the conference. 

Mr. G. R. Shurtleff, of Cleveland, 
gave a stereopticon address one even- 
ing on the religious movement in the 
industrial centers of Cleveland, show- 
ing dozens of pictures of Bible -class- 
es held in manufacturing establish- 
ments, of rest rooms, wash rooms, tect- 
ure rooms, and dining rooms, which 
far-sighted. employers had introduced 
into the manufacturing plant. Classes 
were shown which met the first hour 
after supper in the factory or shop. One 
picture showed a brand new plano 
used for noon-day “sings,’’ with the 
wife of the proprietor present to ~ help 
with the music. Libraries were shown 
where most of the books taken out 
were or’technical subjects. 

Miss Helen’F. Barnes, of Chicago, 
who-has charge of the extension de- 
partment in the United States, spoke 
of the various Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Associations where an extension 
secretary is employed to give her whole 
time to introducing such work among 
manufacturinge stablishments, and of 
aépartment stores and factories which 
employ a ‘‘soeial secretary” to care for 
the health and moral well-being of the 
employes, and of the unusual interest 
which large concerns are showing in 
the welfare of the men and women in 
their charge. 

This conference is one of a series 
holds every summer, the others being 
at Capitola, Cal., with,325 in attend- 
ance, the Southern at Ashville, N. C., 
with 205, and the third at Lake Geneva, 
Wisconsin, with 512. The student sec- 
tion of the Eastern conferénce which 
preceded this city section at Silver Bay 
had 619 delgates from 80 colleges in the 
East and Canada. .Although carried on 
for the benefit of the Young Women's 
Christian Associations, others are wel- 
come if they care for thé addresses and 
meetings. Several gentlemen, the hus- 
bands of association officers, have been 
present this year. The beauty of Lake 
George, and of the mountains around 
Silver Bay, make this the most de- 
lightful of places for a summer vaca- 
tion. When to this is added the con- 
ference itself, the occasion becomes ai- 
most ideal.

HOW HAIRPINS ARE MADE. 


Hairpins are now madae in tortoise 
shell, twisted gold and silver wire, vul- 
canite and various sorts of composition, 
but the ordinary everyday hairpins in 
common use are. made of iron wire. 
Quite recéntly the writer, through the 
courtesy of the manager of one of the 
west of England, went all over the 
works, which were sufficiently interest- 
ing to be spoken. of in detail. 

The soft iron wire of which the pins 
are made is stored in large warehouses 
in casks; these ¢asks contain half a 
ton of wire, in great rolls, weighing 60 
pounds each. The wire is of different 
gauges or thicknesses. The machine 
room, in which the pins are made, is 
a large airy room with long double 
rows-6f machines. 

The most ingenious machine of all is 
one that makes a complete hair pin at 
once. A coil of wire is placed on 4 
spindle arrangement of steel studs to 
straighten it. It then goes to the body 
of the machine, where it is met by a 
sharp guillotine, which cuts it into the 
desired lengths. ; 

These pieces are then passed over 
two revolving steel drills, which shar- 
pen both ends at once. The cut wire 
is then caught by a jawlike arrange- 
ment, which bends it in half. The pin 
next received either a ‘“‘kink’’ in the 
middle or a “crinkle,” which later is 
effected by means of a small apparatus 
very similar to a woman's crimving 
irons. The pin is then thrown out into 
the recetver below. This machine turns 
our from 60 to 80 hairpins per minute. 
—The Lady.

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FROM GERMANY 


Andoverian Travelling on the Continent 
Writes Graphic. Description of 
Interesting Sights. 


The very interesting and welcome de- 
scription of foreign scenes—and-—places, 
which is printed below, has been re- 
ceived from Prof. John Phelps Taylor, 
who, with Mrs. Taylor, is travelling on 
on the Continent. May Prof. Taylor 
favor the Townsman and Townsman 
readers With many more such letters. 


Frankf urter-Hof 
Frankfurt a. Main 
: July 7, 1902. 
Andover Townsman: — 

We received so much pleasure from 
your issue of June 20th, which we read 
the day after the glorious 4th at Ham- 
burg, that I send a line of appreciation 
and greeting. 

Our sailing two months ago was over 
a sea like a millpond. It was ona Ham- 
burg-American craft with a patriotic 
name — Columbia. . The night before 
landing at Plymouth, England, we cele- 
brated the 100th voyage of the vessel. 
On the bill of fare we read with amuse- 
ment “A special cart for cold dishes.” 
One of -these was doubtless the illu- 
minated ice cream, which came in, borne 
by the many stewards to the music of 
the band, with the electric lights turned 
down! Great laughter: accompanied 
this ceremony and followed the speeches 
of orator and captain. 

Hamburg is said to rain every day in 
the year.- Certainly it rained many 
times each of the tive we lingered to 
rest and to become warm. Between the 
shdéwers We saw the shipping from the 
circular railway. As the third port in 
Europe — London and “Liverpool only ex- 
celling it commercially Hamburg has 
a waterpark without a peer. Our win- 
dow commanded a view of it. Fancy 
row-boats named Max and &illi, little 
green and red tugs with the German 
colors, and swans in couples or flocks 
under the weeping willows. Cross side- 
walks wide as Main street and a street 
with double track for trams, and triple 
for carriages, and you step on a sail-boat 
that carries you to the prettiest. of .sum- 
mer villas as ff ina Venice of the North. 
Returning, women sell you newspapers 
or lilies ot the valley, called May-bells. 
Then one steps into the town hall with 
its tower’ over 300 feet high and its 
Golden Book scrawled over with signa- 
tures of emperors and dukes. The old 
tewn—has—gabledmanstons Columbus 
might have seen. The new has trolleys 
and. -pavements- and-~park= worthy” of 
America in the presidency of Roosevelt. 

Berlin was even more marvellous. 
When I saw it forty years ago, it was a. 
tlat ugly city of perhaps half a million 
citizens. Today, it is the mighty capital 
of the German Empire., Architecture 
has many a triumph within its walls. 
Miles on miles of beautiful residences 
surround the Mier-Garton quarter and 
the- diplomatic... The. park--itself,—-with 
the dazzling marbles of the avenue of. 
victory, and the column of victory at 
the end, flaunts the glory of the Hohen- 
zollerns in @ manner worthy of France. 
The great banking houses and insurance 
buildings show a harmony of line anda 
variety of. color delightful to the eye. 
Charming bridges span. not the river 
only, but the hundred tiny streams and 
lakes im the Zoological Gardens and 
many another pleasure — ground. ‘The 
scraggily apologies for trees in Unter 
den Linden, made worse by excavations 
for renewing the asphait, were after all 
a background for a magnificent manu- 
facturing, commercial, educational and 
military city of almost two millions 
inhabitants.. Press and people were the 
soul of order. From the policeman on 
the corner to the Kaiser at the Spring 
Parade, with his prancing charger -and 
his marshal’s staff, law was enthroned 
supreme. A 

At Weimar we chanced on the birth- 
day of apetty duke. At 6 was reveille, 
at 9 «divine service, at 10 songs and 
speeches in the schools, at noon a grand 
parade followed by an officers’ dinner at 
the Casino, and in the evening a free 
military concert in Werther’s Garden. 
Meanwhile, the art collections were 
threwn-open-to the public gratuitously. 
At the court theater, once managed by 
Goethe, there was a gala performance. 
‘It consisted of the Merchant of Venice 
in German speech rendered by German 
actors, The finest of music recalled the 
memory of Franz Lizst. The loftiest of 
literature mage Goethe and Schiller and 
Lessing live again. 

In fact, Weimar was to Goethe what 
Wittenberg, Erfurt and Ejisenach were 
to Luther—a frame for genius. One 
did_not wonder after‘climbing the Wart- 
burg. and looking from the Great Re- 
former’s cell, at the significance to re- 
ligious Germany of “in Feste Burg ist 
unser Gott.”” 
be singing it in the upper air as the 
choir boys Were inthe streets below. 

Frankfurt is “an old jmperial city, 
were the Roman emperors used to be 
proclaimed from ‘the balcony to the 
crowds in the square where no Jew 
might come. ‘There we found the house 
of Rothschild well nigh as famous as the 
birthplace of Goethe. Bismark’s modest 
residence when Prussian Ambassador 
had a tablet over the door. In the ex- 
quisite promenades circling the city on 
the site of the old walls many a land- 
scape gardener had his bust. The Palm 
Gardens to the “ Zoo” lie west and east 
of the town and are worth a voyage to 
Europe to see. So is bad Hamburg, 10 
miles off, now good Hamburg, to 10,000 
patients who seek its healing waters 
every season. In August, the Kaiser of 
Germany may welcome King Edward of 
England to the pearl of continental spas, 
whose flowers and trees, whose forests 
and fountains, whose walks and spires 
will always owe much to Frankfurt on 
the Main. IOP. T.

Liang Chen Tung, who is the newly 
appointed— Chinese minister to. the 
United States, and who with Prince 
Chen of the Imperial family of China, 
coronation envoy to London, is making 
a thorough inspection of the education- 
al system, civil and military of France, 
was a student at Phillips Academy from 
1877 to 1881, under Dr. Bancroft. He 
also graduated from Yale university. 

Liang Chen is delighted at his appoint- 
ment in this ‘country where he has so 
many friends. He speaks of the voyage 
of Prince Chen as of great significance 
as it is the first time in the history of 
China that a prince of the reigning 
house has ever visited foreign countries 
and acquired foreign languages. He 
says that this indicates a decision to 
completely revolutionize the present 
educational system of China and bring 
it up to date. 

Liang Chen himself is the product of 
a different system which China tried 
back in the '70s. This was to send 
many of her most promising young men 
to foreign countries for a lengthy term 
of study. ‘The young men were recalled 
however, before the full limit of time al- 
lowed them was ended. Liang Chen, 
with others, was a student at Phillips 
Academy under this regime. Many 
Andover people will recall the native of 
the Celestial kingdom who played centre 


field on the baseball nine at the Acad- 
emy.

Obituaries. 


GEORGE H. PARKER. 


On Tuesday morning at 6 o’clock came 
the death of George H. Parker, one of 
Andover’s oldest and best known busi- 
ness men. 

Only two weeks ago Mr. Parker re- 
tired from active business life, selling 
out his interest in the drug business to 
his partner, Albert W. Lowe. For the 
past year or more Mr. Parker has suf- 
fered intensely with a cancer of the 
tongue, which ultimately..caused —his 
death. Since retiring from business he 
has made his home with his sister, Miss 
E. A. Woods on Bartlet street. 

Deceased was born‘in Ashburnham, 
Oct. 11, 1888, the son of George G. and 
Hannah Parker. He attended Phillips 
Academy and graduated from that in- 
stitution. 

On July 22, 1864, Mr. Parker énlisted 
in Co, E, 5th Mass. Regt. at Fitchburg as 
a private and served as a 100 day man, 
receiving his honorable discharge from 
the service Nov. 16, 1854. He was a 
member of GenivWilliam F. Bartlett 
Post, No. 90, G. A. R, at one time hold- 
ing the office of surgeon. 

His business career in Andover began 
in 1867, when he entered the drug busi- 
ness in partnership with David How- 
arth, their store being located where 
Valpey Bros. now have their market. 
Soon afterwards he bought out Mr. 
Howarth’s share and continued in busi- 
ness here until his recent retirement. 
In the fall of 1891, he opened a drug 
store at the corner of Appleton and 
Essex streets, Lawrence, and conducted 
the business there five or six years, 
eventually selling out to Mr. Bradshaw. 
In 1900, he took into partnership Albert 
W. Lowe, under the firm name of George 
H. Parker & Co. 

Mr. Parker has borne his sufferings 
during the past year with great forti- 
tude and his affliction, which forbade 
him speech, has been.greatly deplored 
by his friends. Mr. Parker was a man 
of wide knowledge and information and 
one who has always had the welfare of 
the town at heart. During his long 
business life in Andover he -has en- 
joyed the respect and esteem of all with 
whom he came in contact. He was an 
affectionate and devoted brother, and a 
loyal friend, finding his greatest happi- 
ness in serving those who were dear to 
him. 

He married Miss Elizabeth S. H. 
Mahon, daughter of Thomas and Mary 
W. Mahon, of Fitchburg, and his wife 
died at Providence, R. I., in 1885, Dur- 
ing her life he was one ‘of. the most. de- 
voted of husbands. ‘There were no chil- 
dren, He is survived by two_sisters, 
Miss E. A. Woods, of Andover, and Mrs. 
_ * H. Wilcox, of Norwich, Conn. 

‘ Deceased was an honorary member of 
St. Matthews lodge and for many years 
was its secretary. 

The funera! service was held at the 
home of his sister, Miss E. A. Woods, on 
Thursday afternoon at 2 o'clock, Rev. 
Frederic Palmer, of Christ church, offic- 
iating, Many friends and acquaintances 
were present, including members of 
Gen. Wm. °F. Bartlett Post, No. 99, 
G, AD R., and of St. Matthews lodge, 
‘AF. and A. M; ‘The bearers weré John 
L. Smith and J, Warren Berry of Post. 


99, and Worshipful Master W. A. Allen 
and J. E. Whiting of St. Matthews 
lodge: As a mark of respect the local 
drug stores were closed during the ser- 
vices.

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| TROLLEY TO SALEM 


Few Weeks Only Before New Line from 
Lawrence to the Sea Will 
Be Completed. 


In not much over thrée weeks the 
new line from Lawrence to Salem will 
be completed, so that the good people of 
this vicinity can then run down to court 
in Salem or for a dip in the “ briney” in 
about as quick time as ‘it frequentty 
used to take to go from Andover to Law- 
rence. 

Before long, and may it be very soon, 
the new Haverhill & Andover road will 
also be a reality and then Andover peo- 
ple will have as little difficulty in visit- 
ing the neighboring towns to the East by 
means of the trolley as one has any 
‘moral or reasonably right to expect. 

Contractor Loring N. Farnum is push- 
ing the work of laying the rails of the 
new: L, & S._road in-North Andover to. 
the best of his ability, with the assist- 
ance of a gang of over a hundred men, 
including numerous bosses. Many of 
the Andover students, who are spending 
their summer vacation in town, are em- 
ployed in various capacities on the work. 

The rails are laid ‘from Middleton to 
the North Andover line and from Law- 
rence to Wilson’s‘corner and beyond in 
North Andover.” There remains the 
work of Jevelling ;and ballasting to do. 
Then the wires will have to be strung 
and after that the trial. trip. 

The rails used for this road are heavy 
ones of the T pattern, similar to those 


used in building the Lawrence and Read- + 


ing road. New cars which have been re- 
ceived, also like the L. & R. cars in size 
and speed, equipped with air brakes, 
ete., are being used now on several 
branches of the Boston & Northern 
road in this vicinity until the new road 
is completed, The officials expect to 
make a very rapid trip from Lawrence 
to Salem and for that purpose the road- 
bed is ballasted in a way exceptional 
around here, as crushed stone is used 
and the grade has been cut down on the 
steepest hills enormously to make the 
roadbed as level as possible.

Edward Everett Rutter was born in 
Wayland, January 30, 1851. He receiv- 
ed his education in the schools’ in 


Wayland .and_at.the age of 19-years |. 


came to this city. Since that time, he 
had made his home here. He entered 
the employ of his brother, W. F. Rut- 
ter, to learn the steam fitting trade, 
and in 1892 he was admitted to partner- 
ship under the firm name of W. F. Rut- 
ter & Co. In 1890 he married Dr. Clara 
Rogers and soon afterwards built a 
handsome residence on East Hayerhill 
Street, where he continued to reside up 
to the time’ of his death. 

Mr. Rutter. was des¢ended from 
good stock.

The 
only society of which he was a mem- 
ber was the order of Red Men. In hts 
politics he. was independent and took 
no active part. Generosity and kind- 
ness were.two of his most admirable 
traits. 

Besides his wife, he leaves two 
children, Everett and Esther Rutter, 
and three brothers, William F. Rutter, 
George H. Rutter of Franklin, Me., and 
the Hon, Charles G.. Rutter,.chief of 
the fire department. 


JAMES MALLOY REACHED HOME. 


After long months of hardships in 
South Africa James Malloy arrived in 
this city early Monday evening. .There 
was no demonstration, for Mr. Malloy 
had requested that he be allowed to 
come home as quietly as possible; but 
he could. not prevent his friends from 
crowding around him and grasping his 
hand.._All evening he was sought, and 
all day today he has been hard at work 
shaking hands with his old acquain- 
tances and telling of his experiences. 

Among others whom he called upon 
today, was Congressman.Knox,.....Mr, 
Knox was found at his office and when 
Mr. Malloy entered, the congressman 
grasped his hand and said: ‘Mr, Mal- 
loy, I'm glad to see you back. I sup- 
pose it must be pleasant to get home 
to.your friends once again. You have 
many friends here and we have done 
all that we could for you.” - Mr. Mal- 
loy’s object in calling upon. the con- 
gressman was to thank -him-for- his 
efforts in getting him released from 
prison. Mr. Knox told him that he 
was only too glad to do whatever lay 
within his. power. 

“Why did you object to a demonstra- 


tion?’’ asked the reporter; --and’ the 
brave ‘‘Jim’’ replied: ‘I have had all 
the notoriety I caré-for.. I have had 


the. notoriety of the-cannon’s~ mouth, 
and that’s enough for any man.” He 
talked in an interesting manner of his 
experiences in South Africa, and he 
says that altogether he fared very well, 
While he had his hardshjps, he says 
that he would not give ‘up his experi- 
ences for a great deal. He has not the 
slightest regrets that he went to the 
battlefield, 

Mr. Malloy was with the 9th regi- 
ment in Cuba and at that time he was 
one of 12 who were picked out for re- 
cruit service, under Col. ‘Bogan, sta- 
tinoed in Virginia. ; . 

On the 18th of February, 1900,—-he 
went to—New York. from there to 
Havre, France, to Delagoa Bay, to Pre- 
toria;~-arriving “at the latter place two 
months from the time he left home, 
April 13th, 1900. He was a first mem- 
ber of the Ambulance corps, but later 
‘joined the ranks of the Boer army. On 
the second of June, 1901, he was cap- 
tured and was held as prisoner of war 
until the 10th of the present month. 
He left for home immediately; and is 
now receiving a hearty welcome in this 
city from all of his old acquaintances, 

Yesterday he was the guest of rela- 
tives in Randolph, and tomorroow will 
probably be spent with the old 9th reg- 
{ment which holds its annual outing 
near Boston. He also has an tInvita- 
tion to visit the Rev. Fr. Murphy of 
Saxonville, chaplain-in-chief of the 
Legion of Spanish-American War Vet- 
erans. 

While with the Boer army, Mr. Mal- 
loy was in the artillery service. He 
speaks of his experiences with light- 
heartedness. In flesh, he has gained 
since he left Lawrence. He is the 
picture of health and says: that he 
never felt better. 

Mr. Malloy says that he has no defin- 
ite plans for the future. He will 
spend at least a few weeks visiting his 
many friends,

When the work was 
completed it was earnestly hoped that 
the abuttors would see to it that the 
grass was kept cut and the edges kept 
trimmed and free from weeds, but only 
in a few instances has the desired end 
been accomplished. No law or statute 
can compel property OWners to do 
work outside their own domains, but 
it would seem that pride alone/in the 
appearance of their places would urge 
them on to this small extra exertion. 
The Improvement society would be glad 
if it had the means to hire-a man to do 
this work throughout the summer, but 
its small fhcome prevents it from do- 
ing more than merely putting, the road- 
sides in proper condition. It requests 
and hopes that the abuttors will do 
their share in carrying out the scheme 
of beautifying the town. .. What better 
proof of the prosperity and position of 
a town. than well kept roads and road- 
sides. They are the first objects which 
visitors to a community will remark 
upon. At a recent visit of a large man- 
ufacturing concern which was looking 
for a location in a néighboring city, 
one of the first conditions which imn- 

pressed the committee unfavorably 
was the extremely poor roads and their 
dirty, unkempt appearance. Sucn con- 
ditions are weighty factors in keeping 
away valuable citizens, As an exam- 
ple of finely kept roadsides reference 
may well be made to the work which 
has been done in the neighborhood of 
the-Nevins library and along: the road 
by the Nevins estate. Anyone entering 
the town at this point cannot help but 
be impressed with itsattractiveappear- 
ance. A little care and a little labor 
on the part of all our citizens can make 
such conditions. universal throughout 
the town,
